FIFA president Joao 
Havelange gave a strong 
hint that France would 


start favourites to stage 
the 1998 World Cup 
finals. 

In an interview with 
the sport newspaper 
L'EQUIPE, the head of 
Soccer’s world gov- 
erning body said France, 
which is bidding for the 
finals along with Brazil, 
Morocco and Switzer- 
land, already had the 
mecessary security, 
hotels, transport and 
communications. 

But he added that 
France would need at 
least a dozen all-seat 
stadiums capable of 
accommodating 40,000 
fans to make a success- 
ful bid and that a large 
stadium to stage the 
opening match and final 
needed to be built. 

Paris mayor Jacques 
Chirac recently 
announced plans for an 
80,000-capacity stadium 
in the Paris suburbs. 

“I would be happy to 
see France host the 
World Cup 60 years af- 
ter doing so in 1938,” he 
said. “‘Switzerland is 
also in the running but it 
must also resolve a 
problem with stadiums.”
